HP  HE  College  of  Liberal  Arts  is  the  oldest  of 
-*-  the  University  group  of  colleges.  It  really 
began  as  the  Genesee  College  which  flourished  at 
Lima,  N.  Y.,  from  1849  to  1871.  On  September 
1,  1871,  the  College  began  its  history  in  the  City 
of  Syracuse,  occupying  property  known  as  the 
Meyers  Block.  That  first  year  there  were  forty- 
one  students. 

The  Liberal  Arts  College  has  grown  with  the 
University  as  a  whole  and  at  the  same  time  has 
retained  a  relation  which  may  aptly  be  described 
as  the  nucleus  of  the  University  organization. 
The  student  body  now  numbers  around  1700  and 
the  number  of  full  time  faculty  members  ex- 
ceeds  150. 

The  purpose  of  the  College  is  to  provide  first 
of  all  a  four  years'  course  in  the  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
with  its  implications  as  to  culture,  character,  and 
fitness  for  leadership  in  service;  to  provide  also  a 
foundation  for  work  in  professional  colleges  and 
in    the   Graduate   School. 

Dean  William  L.  Bray  of  the  Graduate  School 
has  acted  as  Dean  ad  interim  since  the  resignation 
of  Dean  William  H.  Metzler  in  1923. 
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College  of  Fine  Arts 


HP  HE  College  of  Fine  Arts,  one  of  the  largest 
-*-  schools  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  has  a 
faculty  of  thirty-seven  members,  and  a  student 
enrollment  of  over  900.  The  Music  Depart- 
ment and  the  Art  Department  entirely  occupy 
the  Crouse  College  building,  with  its  forty-nine 
studios  and  classrooms.  The  Architecture  De- 
partment occupies  the  top  floor  of  the  new  Joseph 
Slocum  College  of  Agriculture  building. 

In  September,  1923,  Dr.  George  A.  Parker, 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts  for  the  last 
seventeen  years,  resigned  the  Deanship.  Harold 
L.  Butler,  for  eleven  years  head  of  the  vocal  de- 
partment in  the  college,  and  for  the  past  eight 
years  Dean  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  at  the 
Kansas  State  University,  was  elected  to  the  dean- 
ship.  Dr.  Parker  has  not  entirely  severed  his 
relation  with  the  University,  but  will  remain  as 
professor  of  organ. 


Dean  Harold  L.  liutlei 
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College  of  Medicine 


"D  ATED  as  a  class  "A"  school  and  during  its 
■*-*■  career  always  a  leader  in  the  world  of  medi- 
cal education,  the  College  of  Medicine,  in  the 
past  year,  sustained  its  enviable  reputation. 

Applications  for  admission  far  exceed  the  total 
enrollment  of  the  college.  The  result  is  that  the 
applicants  who  are  admitted  are  those  whom  the 
college  considers  best  fitted  to  take  up  the  study 
of  medicine.  Much  of  the  instruction  is  in- 
dividual, due  to  close  relationship  between  in- 
structors and  students. 

One  feature  of  the  local  school  which  cannot 
be  too  greatly  emphasized  is  the  facility  that  is 
offered  graduating  students  for  training.  A  large 
number  of  students  serve  their  required  period  of 
internship  in  the  University  hospital  which  is  the 
Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 
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College  of  Law 


'  I  *  H E  College  of  Law  is  now  in  its  list  year 
-*-  having  opened  its  doors  to  students  in  Sep- 
tember, 1895.  Many  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  work  of  the  College  and  its  entrance  re- 
quirements since  that  date.  When  organized  the 
Law  Course  was  only  two  years  in  length  and 
the  entrance  requirements  were  less  than  the 
present  four  year  course  given  in  High  School. 
The  first  change  added  a  third  year  to  the  course. 
The  next  added  one  year  of  L.  A.  work  to  the 
requirements  for  the  degree,  but  allowed  stu- 
dents to  enter  direct  from  High  School  but  grad- 
uated such  with  the  Certificate  in  Law.  The 
next  change  added  a  second  year  of  L.  A.  work  to 
the  requirements  for  admission.  The  next  re- 
fused admission  to  all  students,  both  Certificate 
and  Special  unless  they  had  as  preparation  the 
two  years  of  L.  A.  work.  The  last  change  just 
recommended  by  the  Faculty  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  adds  a  third  year  of  Arts  work 
in  preparation  for  law  to  take  effect  September, 
1928. 

The  College  began  its  work  on   the  top  floor 
of    the    new    Bastable    Block.     Commencing    in 
September,   1898,  the  College  spent  six  years  in  quarters 
the   University   Bldg.     In  September,    1904,   it  moved  to

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Teachers  College 


CIXCE  its  foundation  in  1906,  Teachers  Col- 
^  lege  has  sent  forth  hundreds  of  men  and 
women  to  occupy  positions  of  responsibility  and 
service  in  educational  lines.  The  College  is  lo- 
cated in  the  most  picturesque  building  on  the 
campus,  the  old  Yates  Castle  directly  west  of 
Crouse  College. 

Although  the  main  purpose  of  the  College  is 
to  train  teachers  for  secondary  schools,  it  ex- 
tends its  educational  facilities  to  students  in 
various  other  courses  on  the  Hill.  Several  hun- 
dred men  and  women  select  the  course  in  Peda- 
gogy each  year,  realizing  that  the  fullest 
opportunity  for  studying  the  problems  of  educa- 
tion in  their  broader  and  more  scientific  aspects 
is  offered  in  the  more  advanced  courses  in  this 
College. 


Dean  Albeit  S.  Hurst 
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College  of  Applied  Science 


HPHK  College  of  Applied  Science  was  founded 
-"-   25  years  ago  and  since  that  time  more  than 
1,100      graduates      have      received      degrees      in 
Engineering. 

The  College  offers  five  courses  leading  to  de- 
grees in  Civil,  Electrical,  Mechanical,  Chemical 
and  Administrative  Engineering. 

The  alumni  records  show  that  these  graduates 
are  engaged  in  a  wide  range  of  engineering,  in- 
dustrial and  business  pursuits.  Those  with  a  de- 
sire of  public  service  are  found  in  municipal, 
state,  and  federal  positions.  Others  are  asso- 
ciated with  railroads,  public  utilities,  electric 
works  and  manufacturing.  Some  are  designers, 
builders  or  contractors.  Many  are  in  positions  of 
responsibility  and  trust  as  owners,  executives  and 
managers.  Several  are  successful  teachers  in  the 
leading  engineering  colleges. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  have  been  drawn 
from  amongst  Universities  of  this  and  other 
countries.  They  are  men  of  high  attainment  and 
scholastic  training  combined  with  professional 
and   scientific  skill. 


Dean  Louis  Mitchell 


College  of  Forestry 


HP  HE  New  York  State  College  of  Forestry 
-*-  was  established  at  Syracuse  in  1911,  its 
charter,  issued  by  the  Legislature  being  signed 
by  Governor  Dix.  The  first  students  received 
their  instruction  in  the  basement  of  Lyman  Hall. 

Within  the  past  few  years  the  conception  of 
forestry  has  broadened  to  include  the  right  use 
of  every  phase  of  the  forest  "possibility".  Con- 
sequently, such  subjects  as  forest  engineering; 
utilization  of  timber  in  its  many  phases,  including 
pulp  and  paper  manufacture;  forest  botany  and 
pathology ;  landscape  engineering,  recreation  and 
the  study  of  wild  life  has  been  added  to  the  col- 
lege curriculum.  Within  the  past  year  a  special 
course  in  timber  preservation  has  been  added  so 
that  in  addition  to  increased  production  of  forest 
products  by  better  silviculture,  the  drain  upon 
our  timber  supply  is  being  decreased  by  closer 
utilization  and  preservation  of  timber. 

The  degree  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  four 
year  course  is  Bachelor  of  Science.  Graduate 
work  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  For- 
estry, Master  of  City  Forestry,  Master  of 
Science,  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  and  Doctor  of 
Economics  is  offered. 
At  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  students  are  required  to  spend  three  months 
upon  the  Charles  Lathrop  Pack  Demonstration  Forest  of  one  thousand  acres  at  Cran- 
berry Lake.  Five  forest  experiment  stations,  totaling  4200  acres,  are  owned  by  the 
College  in  different  parts  of  the  state.  Upon  the  College  Forest  of  1800  acres  owned 
in  connection  with  the  New  York  State  Ranger  School  at  Wanakena,  New  York,  a 
permanent  building,  for  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  $200,000  is  now  being 
erected. 


Dean  Franklin  F.  Moon 
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College  of  Agriculture 


A  I  '  H  E  tanner  of  today  must  have  a  knowledge 
■*■   of  the  natural  and  physical  sciences  in  order 
to    apply    nature's    laws    in    the    securing   of    the 
highest   production. 

He  must  be  a  mechanic  that  he  may  use  ma- 
chinery to  advantage,  and  as  such  he  must  have 
a  broad  knowledge  of  mechanical  laws.  He  is 
not  only  a  laborer  himself  but  an  employer  of 
both  labor  and  capital.  Therefore  he  must  be  a 
student  of  economics.  He  not  only  produces 
agricultural  goods,  but  he  must  dispose  of  them 
in  the  markets  of  the  world;  so  he  must  be  a 
trained  business  man.  Finally,  as  the  most  im- 
portant member  of  the  community  in  which  he 
lives  and  as  a  citizen  who  not  only  has  a  large 
place  in  the  shaping  of  government  but  one  who 
is  vitally  affected  by  the  operation  of  that  gov- 
ernment, he  should  be  a  student  of  social  prob- 
lems and  of  statecraft. 

All  this  is  embodied  in  the  complete  agricul- 
tural college  education  of  today.  This  is  the 
program  of  the  Slocum  College  of  Agriculture  of 
Syracuse  University.

*  I  H  HE  College  of  Business  Administration  was 
■*-  organized  in  the  fall  of  191(J,  by  John  Herman 
Wharton.  Its  purpose  is  to  offer  students  a  college 
education  which  will  fit  them  more  particularly  for 
business  careers. 

The  instruction  covers  a  period  of  four  years  and 
combines  with  the  specialized  courses  much  of  a  more 
general  value,  as,  for  instance,  instruction  in  English 
and  other  languages,  in  economics,  mathematics,  polit- 
ical science,  psychology,  etc.  Courses  offered,  contain- 
ing specific  value  are  such  courses  as  instruction  in  Ac- 
counting, Advertising,  Business  Law,  Business  Man- 
agement,  Commerce,   Finance,  Transportation,   etc. 

The  instruction  is  divided  into  five  groups,  as 
follows :  General  business,  accounting,  secretarial 
science,  business  education  and  journalism.  The  gen- 
eral business  group  contains  by  far  the  larger  num- 
ber of  students.  These  students  are  preparing  them- 
selves for  business  careers  but  they  are  not  concen- 
trating their  efforts  to  any  great  degree  in  one  field 
of  endeavor.  , 


College  of  Citizenship  and  Public  Affairs 


TN  reviewing  the  first  year's  work  of  the  School  of 
-*■  Citizenship  and  Public  Affairs,  I  can  only  express 
gratification  as  to  the  progress  made  in  this  period 
and  hopefulness  concerning  the  future  of  the  school. 
The  welcome  extended  us  by  faculty,  students  and 
those  interested  in  civic  matters  in  the  city  could  not 
have  been  more  cordial. 

We  start  out  on  the  second  year  of  our  course  with 
an  increased  enrollment,  with  a  good  group  of  major 
students  and  an  unusual  group  of  graduates.  Both 
the  members  and  the  quality  of  our  student  group 
serve  to  give  zest  and  stimulation  to  the  members  of 
the  staff,  who  are  animated  by  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm 
and  adventure  guaranteeing  real  and  continuous 
progress. 

In  the  conception  of  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the 
school,  the  most  important  development  has  been  the 
definite  acceptance  of  the  importance  of  intimate 
association  with  all  the  social  sciences.  The  citizen, 
in  his  day  to  day  activities,  has  no  occasion  to  draw 

more  or  less  artificial  departmental  lines.  It  is  our  purpose  to  make,  by  pooling  the 
points  of  view  represented  in  the  various  departments,  real  social  scientists,  not  alone 
of  our  students,  but  also  of  our  staff  members.

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College  of  Home  Economics 


HP  HE  College  of  Home  Economics,  through  its 
■*■  connection  with  the  regular  courses  offered  by 
the  various  colleges  on  the  campus,  is  in  a  position  to 
offer  practical  and  professional  courses  in  vocational 
education  for  the  instruction  of  women. 

Presentation  of  work  in  nutrition  and  dietetics, 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  College  of  Medicine 
has  made  possible  a  broader  study  of  this  held  than 
was  formerly  possible.  This  progress  and  co-opera- 
tion with  the  other  schools  on  the  campus  has  made 
feasible  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  scope  of  edu- 
cation, covered  by  the  courses  in  the  college. 

Another  feature  of  the  constantly  growing  school, 
is  the  ever-increasing  popularity  of  its  cafeteria.  This 
enterprise  of  the  school,  organized  in  1919,  has  en- 
joyed an  unprecedented  success.

School  of  Nursing 


HP  HE  School  of  Nursing  has  been  a  department  of  Syracuse  University  since 
■*-  1915.  It  has  increased  its  enrollment  appreciably  during  the  past  few  months. 
Due  to  the  closer  affiliation  with  the  University,  the  course  in  Nursing  has  become 
increasingly  attractive  to  young  women  of  the  college  type.  The  largest  Freshman 
class  in  the  history  of  the  School  entered  in  October  of  this  year. 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  which  is  also  the  teaching  hospital  for  the 
College  of  Medicine,  affords  excellent  laboratory  for  the  student  nurse.  Nurses  are 
well  schooled  in  all  phases  of  general  hospital  nursing,  and  are  much  in  demand  for 
positions  after  their  graduation.

During  the  past  year  courses  were  given  in  twelve  of  the 
fifteen  schools  and  colleges  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of 
the  School  of  Oratory.  Nor  has  service  been  confined  within 
the  University.  Churches,  schools,  hospitals,  and  social  cen- 
ters have  been  visited  by  many  readers,  entertainers  and  story 
tellers  from  the  Oratory   School. 

While  the  debating  activities  are  a  University  matter,  the 
direction  of  the  work  falls  naturally  among  the  duties  of  this  school.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  courses  in  debating  the  school  is  promoting  intramural,  interfraternity 
and  intercollegiate  debating.

Library  School 


1"X  conformity  to  changing  standards  and  a  recognition  of 
-*-  broad  educational  requirements  as  a  satisfactory  basis  for 
library  work  the  Library  School  offers  only  a  four  year  course. 
This  consists  of  three  years  of  Liberal  Arts  work  combined 
with  one  year  of  training  in  technical  Library  Science  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Library  Science.  This  course  without 
specializing  in  any  branch  of  library  work  presents  the  funda- 
mentals common  to  all  branches  and  upon  which  later  special- 
ization or  modification  may  be  built.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
library  work  is  so  diversified  it  appeals  in  its  widely  different 
phases  to  varied  types  of  people.  The  broadening  demand  for 
training  brings  wider  recognition  of  the  value  of  technical 
equipment  with  corresponding  enlargement  of  the  oppor- 
tunities offered.

Summer  Session 

^  HE    Summer    Session   completed    its   24th    session    during   the   summer    of    1925. 
A    Beginning  June  29,  it  was  divided  into  two  terms.     The  first  term  of  six  weeks 
closed  August  7  and  the  second  term  of  five  weeks  closed  September  12. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  Summer   Session  includes  members  of  the  regular  staff, 
visiting  instructors,  and  professors  from  other  institutions,  and  special  lecturers. 

The  student  body  is  made  up  of  teachers  who  desire  further  training;  administrators, 
students  desiring  to  work  off  requirements  and  those  desiring  advanced  credit. 


School  of  Extension  Teaching 


CYRACUSE  UNIVERSITY  organized  its  Ex- 
^  tention  School  in  1918  to  provide  means  for 
serving  those  who  were  not  in  a  position  to  use  the 
full  time  degree  programs  of  study.  That  this  service 
is  appreciated  by  those  for  whom  it  is  designed  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  growth  in  course  regis- 
trations last  year  was  in  excess  of  fifty  per  cent. 

The  registration  this  year  will  total  about  2,000, 
400  of  these  being  in  classes  outside  of  the  city  of 
Syracuse.  Among  these  are  many  candidates  for 
first  degrees  and  higher  degrees.  The  School  last 
year  served  2,700  people  through  its  public  lecture 
service. 

According  to  the  reports  of  the  teaching  staff,  the 
quality  of  work  done  by  Extension  School  students 
is  fully  equal  to  that  done  in  the  other  divisions  of 
the    University,    wherever   comparison    is    possible.

Graduate  School 

*  I  s  HE  Graduate  School  was  organized  in  1911.  An  independent  school  offering 
-*-   courses  approved  for  graduate  credit. 

Graduates  of  colleges  and  universities  of  recognized  standing  are  admitted  to  this 
school  in  the  departments  of  study  for  which  their  previous  work  prepared  them. 

Courses  taken  during  the  senior  year  in  excess  of  all  undergraduate  requirements 
may,  in  certain  cases  be  counted  toward  an  advanced  degree.  Graduate  credit  may 
be  allowed  only  upon  petition  in  advance  and  endorsed  by  the  Major  Professor  and 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School;  and  then  only  for  courses  of  graduate  standing 
taken  during  the  semester  preceding  the  registration  in  the  Graduate  School. 

The  Graduate  School  is  administered  by  a  Dean  and  a  Graduate  Executive 
Committee  which  are  appointed  annually  by   the  Chancellor.

1.  The  primary  object  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  is  to  provide 
systematic  military  training  at  civil  educational  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  qual- 
ifying selected  students  of  such  institutions  for  appointment  as  reserve  officers  in  the 
military  forces  of  the  Lmited  States.  The  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  is, 
therefore,  an  important  agency  in  making  effective  the  plan  for  national  defense. 

2.  Although  the  primary  object  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  as  stated 
above,  is  to  produce  trained  officers  for  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  it  is  recognized 
that  the  basic  military  training  received  by  students,  who  for  various  reasons  fail  to 
complete  their  qualification  course  for  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  is  of  considerable 
military  value  to  the  government. 

3.  The  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  provides  an  addition  to  the  educa- 
tional resources  of  the  University  and  gives  the  student  a  training  which  will  be  as 
valuable  to  him  in  his  industrial  or  professional  career  as  it  would  be  should  the 
nation  call  upon  him  to  act  as  a  leader  in  its  defensive  forces. 

4.  At  present  the  enrollment  in  this  department  numbers  340  students,  from 
practically  all  the  colleges  on  the  campus.  To  date  93  commissions  as  Second  Lieu- 
tenants in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army  have  been  given  to 
graduates  of  this  Department.

All 
that  promised  to  bring  men  into  closer  contact  with  a  modern  and  practical  interpreta- 
tion of  Christian  living  was  vigorously  launched  during  the  college  year. 

A  freshman  camp,  first  of  its  kind  for  Syracuse,  opened  the  season.  This  was 
followed  with  the  annual  freshman  stag  party  with  two  hundred  freshmen  present 
for  an  evening  of  entertainment  and  fellowship.

Discussion  of  groups,  deputation 
teams,  vocational  guidance,  vesper  services  and  other  events  throughout  the  year  put 
the  "Y"  well  up  among  the  active  organizations. 

The  contribution  of  a  reading  center  in  the  east  corner  of  the  Trophy  Room  of 
the  gymnasium  stands  out  as  one  of  the  features  of  the  work  for  the  year. 

Unusual  success  was  had  in  bringing  speakers  of  note  to  the  campus,  among 
them  being  Kirbv  Page,  J.  Stitt  Wilson,  Bruce  Curry,  Bill  Simpson  and  Harold 
Miller. 

Throughout  the  year  the  determination  to  make  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  a  vital  part 
of  the  life  of  the  campus  inspired  a  loyal  group  of  men  to  service  in  the  interests  of 
a  virile  Christianity.

HP  HE  foundation  for  the  University  organization  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian 
-*■  Association  was  laid  in  1884,  when  a  small  group  of  women  formed  a  club  to 
further  the  religious  life  of  the  University.  During  the  first  years  of  its  organization 
it  worked  in  close  relationship  with  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the 
two  organizations  brought  speakers  of  prominence  to  the  University  from  time  to 
time.  It  was  the  aim  of  the  leaders  to  bring  the  students  into  a  more  general  social 
contact  with  each  other  and  a  series  of  receptions  were  given  to  further  that  purpose 
throughout  the  initial  years  of  the  Association. 

Encouraged  by  the  enthusiasm  of  its  members,  the  association  organized  still 
further  in  1909,  when  Miss  Joy  Smith  of  Oberlin  University  was  secured  to  act  as 
secretary.  Since  then  there  have  been  three  other  secretaries:  Mrs.  Ethel  Bowles 
Martindell  '03.  who  became  secretary  in  1913;  Miss  Marguerite  Woodworth,  who 
took  up  the  work  in  1920;  and  Miss  Josephine  Little,  who  came  here  in  1924  and 
who  is  the  present  secretary. 

^  .  \\  .  C.  A.  claims  the  credit  for  the  origination  of  such  ideas  as  class  organiza- 
tion, student  government  and  off-campus  organization,  all  of  which  have  now  become 
important  fields  of  activity  although  no  longer  under  the  supervision  of  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.

FOOTBALL 


A    SINGLE  Colgate  defeat  cannot  mar  a  Syracuse  football  season,  and  therefore  the 
University  this  year  continues  to  sing  its  praise  of  the    1('25   team,   a  brilliant 
Orange  machine  that  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most  able  in  Hill  sports 
annals. 

Nineteen  twenty-five  went  down  in  sporting  pages  as  an  extraordinary  gridiron  year 
for  Syracuse,  extraordinary  for  many  reasons.  Not  every  football  team  can  accustom 
itself  to  a  new  coach,  rebuild  its  entire  being,  oppose  some  of  the  greatest  elevens  in  the 
country,  and  then  end  the  season  as  one  of  the  truly  stimable  forces  of  the  year. 

Academic  United  States  went  football  mad  in  1925.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
attended  the  games.  Stadiums  proved  themselves  too  small  to  accommodate  the  grid- 
iron-frenzied crowds.  A  few  great  players — in  the  main  backheld  men — rose  out  of  the 
pigskin  chaos  and  became  internationally  prominent.  LTndoubtedly  the  name  of  Mr. 
Harold  (Red)  Grange  will  go  down  into  history  with  the  names  of  George  Wash- 
ington and  Abraham  Lincoln.

Although  individual  names  worked  themselves  into  the 
headlines,  it  was  not  until  the  end  of  the  season  that  the 
newspapers  began  to  gloat  over  the  teams  themselves. 
Dartmouth  was  easily  the  best  of  them  all ;  the  Big  Green 
forged  itself  into  the  place  that  in  1924  was  held  by  Notre 
Dame.  Syracuse  emerged  from  it  all  by  no  means  the 
best  football  unit  in  the  nation,  but  the  Orangemen  were 
given  national  recognition  as  a  splendid  aggregation. 

Grantland  Rice,  noted  metropolitan  critic  who  has  been 
chosen  to  succeed  the  late  Walter  Camp,  allotted  plenty 
of  space  to  the  Syracuse  team.  Although  none  of  the 
Orange  players  was  placed  on  the  Rice  all-American  team, 
the  Hill  machine  has  since  received  splendid  mention  in 
the  writer's  newspaper  columns.  All  in  all,  even  the  most 
cynical  cynics  will  admit  that  Syracuse  has  reason  for  pride  in  its  1925  football  season. 

Eight  triumphs,  one  tie  and  one  defeat  comprised  the  record  of  the  Orange  season. 
During  this  period  Syracuse  scored  202  points  to  its  opponents'  27,  an  admirable 
achievement  comparable  with  that  of  the  finest  elevens  in  the  land.  With  the  exception 
of  three  games,  the  Hillmen  held  their  rivals  scoreless  in  all  encounters.  In  but  one 
contest,  the  climactic  Colgate  battle,  was  scoring  effected  through  the  Orange  line, 
always  one  of  Syracuse's  finer  football  assets. 

When  September  came  into  being  and  the  annual 
assembly  of  varsity  and  freshmen  football  candidates 
occurred  at  Bay  Shore,  there  was  no  John  F.  Meehan  to 
call  the  roll.  Meehan — the  hard-fighting  little  Chick  of 
recent  S\  racuse  football  seasons — had  gone  to  New  York 
University  to  become  gridiron  chief  with  the  Violet. 
Syracuse  mourned  his  transfer,  but  the  opportunity  seemed 
bigger  and  Meehan  went.  With  the  little  mentor,  too, 
were  Joseph  Schwarzer,  assistant  coach,  and  Charles 
Porter,  for  years  chief  trainer  of  Orange  sports  teams. 

In  the  place  of  Meehan  there  was  a  new  man,  young, 
virile,  ambitious,  eager  to  show  the  world  that  he  could, 
in  the  short  space  of  a  season,  do  something  for  football  at 
his  Alma  Mater,  by  which  he  had  been  graduated  in  1909. 
Charles  William  Peter  Reynolds — C.  W.  P.  in  business 
and  Pete  to  the  athletic  fraternity — had  been  coaching  at 
Bucknell,  Hamilton  and,  some  time  ago,  at  Syracuse,  He 
had  accepted  the  reins  left  by  Meehan  on  the  condition 
that  he  have  a  fair  chance  to  show  what  he  could  do 
within  two  years.     He  was  given  that  chance. 

The  first  of  these  years  has  ended,  and  Syracuse  lifts  its  q^^J^td  FoIhYs  S 
hat  to  Reynolds.

has  earned  a  reputation  for  himself  at  the  University,  in  the 
city,  and  in  the  world  of  athletics.  Clean  sports  has  always 
been  Reynolds'  avocation  ;  he  gave  emphatic  evidence  of  that 
during  the  season  of  lc'2^. 

At  Bay  Shore,  where  veterans  and  aspirants  romped  around 
the  held,  limbered  up,  spent  pleasant  hours  and  looked  ahead 
eagerly  to  the  time  when  the  Big  Fight  would  begin  in  Arch- 
bold  Stadium,  the  squad  came  to  know  and  to  admire  Reynolds. 
He  was  a  splendid  example,  a  fine  personality  that  electrified 
and  governed  every  jerseyed  man.  The  place  of  Meehan  had 
been  filled  carefully  and  well. 

There  was,  too,  in  addition  to  the  regular  squad  of  gridiron 
aides,  Joseph  Bach,  member  of  Knute  Rockne's  nation-whipping 
1924  machine  and  one  of  the  finest  line  coaches  in  Syracuse 
history.  Bach  came  here  with  scores  of  recommendations,  and 
he  fulfilled  every  one  of  them.  Lines  have  been  major  items  in 
the  inventory  of  Orange  football  assets,  and  that  of  1925  was 
no  exception,  in  spite  of  the  occasional  injuries  and  lack  of 
experience. 

Head  Coach  Reynolds  in  his  reorganization  of  the  working 
staff,  introduced  Roy  A.  Simmons  '25,  captain  of  the  1924 
Orange  eleven,  as  an  assistant  tutor.  Simmons  made  out  well. 
He  has  been  retained  as  coach  of  varsity  and  freshman  boxing 


Taking  up  the  reins 
of  Syracuse  football  this 
fall,  with  all  the  odds 
against  him,  C.  W.  P 
Reynolds  turned  out  a 
team  that  brought  great 
honor  to  him  and  his 
Alma  Mater.  Pete  has 
already  won  the  confi- 
lence  and  support  of  the 
student  body  and  alumni 
who  are  eagerly  await- 
ing the    1926  season. 
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at  the  University.  There  were,  also,  Dr. 
A.  H.  Kallet,  former  second  ail-American 
wingman,  who  worked  as  adviser  and 
medical  aide  ;  Mordecai  Starobin,  one  of  the 
best  tackles  in  Hill  archives;  Howard  C. 
Hoople  and  William  J.  Farber,  always 
hard-working  alumni  athletes,  and  Frank 
Hugo,  successor  to  Charles  Porter,  as  chief 
trainer.  Hugo  promises  to  do  well  in  the 
place  that  was  once  held  by  the  interesting 
Porter.

Captain-elect  Victor  Hanson  continued  his 
sensational  playing  of  last  year  and  developed 
into  one  of  the  flashiest  ends  that  ever  donned 
the  Orange.  Vic  could  be  relied  upon  every 
time  when  it  was  a  question  of  throwing  his 
opponents  for  a  loss  or  of  crossing  their  goal- 
line. 


At  the  head  of  the  managerial  staff,  of 
course,  was  Graduate  Manager  George  B. 
Thurston  '13,  who  has  built  a  splendid 
reputation  and  an  equally  splendid  standing 
for    the    University    Athletic    Association. 

Mr.  Thurston   arranged   a  fine  schedule  for   the    1925  season;  the  weather  was  not 

co-operative,   but  that  is  not  a  matter  for  graduate  managers  of  athletics  to  decide. 

Mr.   Thurston's   assistants  included   James   Cudihe,    Miss   May   Crandon,   and    Mrs. 

Doris  Manning  Stickles,  always  co-operative  and  efficient. 

Arthur  Blair  Knapp  '26  was  manager  of  the  varsity  football  team.  It  is  to  be 
doubted  whether  Syracuse  has  ever  enjoyed  the  services  of 
a  finer  manager.  A  representative  student — honor 
scholar,  able  executive,  keen  thinker — Knapp  proved  an 
admirable  administrator  of  the  routine  affairs  of  the  grid- 
iron squad.  As  his  assistants  there  were  Harry  B.  Shal- 
lish  '27,  manager-elect,  and  Thomas  H.  Thurlow  '27, 
manager-elect  of  the  1926  freshman  team. 

And  so,  all  in  all,  it  was  a  fine  spirit  that  enveloped  the 
football  season  at  Syracuse.  The  fall  was  financially 
lucrative.  The  crowds  were  large.  Had  the  weather 
been  better  on  some  occasions,  it  is  probable  that  the 
attendance  would  have  been  larger.  The  Colgate  game, 
of  course,  saw  a  jammed  stadium  and  thousands  standing, 
in  spite  of  the  poor  climatic  conditions ;  thousands  of 
applications  for  tickets  were  returned.

back,  who  got  through  time  and  again;  Victor  A.  Hanson  '27,  the  superb  Vic,  whose 
work  at  end  was  near  all- American  ;  Carl  Biggs  '26,  veteran  guard;  Miles  Friedman 
'27,  than  whom  no  one  could  have  replaced  William  Fivaz  '25  in  better  manner; 
Augustus  Rugg  '26,  fighting  guard ;  John  Bayley  '27,  another  of  those  classic  football 
experts  of  the  junior  class;  Harvey  Levy  '27,  among  the  best  guards  in  the  nation; 
Julius  Archoska  '27,  fast  end ;  and  Michael  Maister  '28,  tough  sophomore  back. 

All  these  men  played  against  Penn  State.  In  addition  to  them,  the  following  figured 
for  Coach  Reynolds  against  Colgate  on  the  memorable  fourteenth  of  November: 
William  H.  Van  Lengen  '26,  always  a  reliable  lineman  ;  Ray  Jones  '28,  an  end  who 
has  promise;  Charles  Lee  '27,  whom  injuries  precluded  from  what  was  to  be  a  brilliant 
year  for  him;  Charles  F.  Cook  '27,  a  heady 
quarterback  who  before  the  end  of  the  season 
was  crying  the  numbers ;  Robert  Wittman  '28, 
who  sometimes  replaced  Friedman  at  center ; 
Charles  Heck  '26,  like  Van  Lengen,  always  a 
reliable;  Carl  A.  Hansen  '26,  trustworthy 
back,  and  Irving  Mendell  '26,  whose  doing  at 
end  against  Wesleyan  won  him  a  tine  name.

tics  of  the  game  that  he  did  not  know.  Opposing 
scouts  marked  him,  and  it  was  hard  for  him  to  get 
through.  But  Foley  did  it,  and  no  team  will  speak  its 
evidence  of  this  more  readily  than  Columbia.  Carr 
brought  national  prominence  to  himself  and  his  college 
by  achieving  one  of  the  highest  individual  scoring 
records  in  the  country.  There  were  times  when  it  was 
nothing  but  Gotch,  Gotch,  Gotch.  Carr  will  be  talked 
of  among  our  football-following  grandchildren  as  a 
king  of  speed.  Hanson,  captain-elect  of  the  1926  team, 
needs  little  advertisement.  It  is  easy  to  predict  that  he 
will  in  June,  1927,  be  graduated  as  the  greatest  athlete 
in  the  history  of  the  institution.  This  fall  should  see 
Vic  win  ail-American  appointment. 

Together,  Foley,  Hanson  and  Carr  worked  well. 
The  Folev-Hanson  and  Foley-Carr  forward  pass  com- 
binations were  bogies  to  all  the  Orange  opponents. 
Reynolds  had  developed  a  style  of  play  radically  differ- 
ent from  that  favored  by  Meehan.  Reynolds  liked  to 
take  chances.  He  was  a  sportsman,  and  where  he  saw 
an  opening  that  led  to  a  good  catch  and  the  goal,  he 
was  always  willing  to  risk  something  for  it.  And  so  it 
was   frequently   the  custom   among  Jim    Foley,    Gotch 

Carr  and  Vic  Hanson  to  communicate  with  each  other  by  means  of  the  aerial  route. 

If  a  single  idea  is  to  be  carried  away  regarding  each  man,  there  should  be  mentioned 

Foley's  running  back  of  punts,  Carr's  open  field  running,  and  Hanson's  ball-following. 

Foley  averaged  more  than  100  yards  a  game  during  the  nine  games  in  which  he  figured. 

On  September  26,  in  the  notable  year  of  1925,  came  Hobart  to  open  the  Archbold 
Stadium  varsity  football  season.  It  was  a  splendid  curtain-raising,  including  a  march 
of  the  colors  that  was  followed  during  the 
fall.  More  than  10,000  fans  attended. 
Deak  Welch's  Hobartians  were,  as  usual, 
meat  for  the  big  football  men  from  Syra- 
cuse, and  everything  went  the  way  of  the 
Reynolds  eleven.  Jim  Foley  opened  the 
doings  in  excellent  manner  by  running  the 
ball  00  yards  for  a  touchdown  after  the 
first  Purple  and  Gold  kickoff  Syracuse 
heard  the  Crouse  chimes,  32  to  0.

Hobart.     The  game  was  not  at  all  noteworthy.     The  Orange  smiled  again,  2b  to  0. 

Archbold  Stadium  bid  welcome  to  William  and  Mary  on  October  10.  A  large 
crowd  saw  the  contest.  The  notable  attendance  was  occasioned,  perhaps,  by  the  fact 
that  with  the  Southerners  for  the  last  time  of  his  undergraduate  career  was  Art  Matsu, 
Jap-Scot  quarterback,  whose  football  brains,  football  toe  and  football  arms  made  him  a 
triple  threat.  Matsu  failed  to 
score  in  a  game  that  was  flashy 
with  forward  passing.  Syracuse 
again  heard  the  chimes,  33  to  0. 

And  then  away,  out  into  the 
Hoosier  country,  Captain  Foley 
and  his  men  went  to  face  Indiana 
University,  Conference  machine, 
on  Saturday,  October  17,  at 
Bloomington.  The  contest  was 
one  of  Coach  Reynolds'  first  real 
tests.  Larry  Marks  and  his 
Hoosiers  were  by  no  means  easy. 
They  played  a  hard,  smashing 
game  out  there  in  Bloomington. 
But  Syracuse  held.  The  Indiana 
team  had  been  well  scouted  and 
the  Easterners  knew  just  what 
they  were  opposing.  Two  fumbles 
gave  the  Orange  the  advantage, 
and  both  were  converted  into 
touchdowns.  Coach  Reynolds 
brought  home  the  Indiana  bacon, 
14  to  0. 
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Charlie  Lee,  understudy  of  Harvey  Levy  at  the 
tackle  position,  was  incapacitated  early  in  the  season. 
The  games  in  which  he  took  part  saw  an  intrepid 
player  deadly  on  the  offense,  and  "they  shall  not  pass" 
on  the  defense. 
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John  Bayley,  playing  right 
tackle,  was  another  of  the 
Orange  football  gems.  He 
played  a  consistent  game, 
and  will  don  his  togs  again 
next  fall  under  the  regime 
of  Pete  Reynolds. 


Then  Providence  College,  a  mediocre  aggregation  from 
Rhode  Island.  There  was  little  about  which  Syracuse 
worried.  It  was  just  an  easy  game  and  the  Hillmen  rolled 
up  their  biggest  score  of  the  season.  The  men  from  Roger 
Williams'  tiny  state  were  drowned,  48  to  0. 

Half  the  season  was  gone,  and  the  mammoth  task  was 
ahead.  On  the  following  Saturday,  October  31,  Hugo 
Bezdek  led  his  Pennsylvania  State  College  band  to  the 
stadium,  seeking  revenge  for  the  Orange  triumph  in  Nit- 
tany  town  in  1924.  This,  if  anything,  was  the  initial  crisis 
for  the  forces  of  Reynolds.  The  football  world  looked  on, 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  the  meeting.  The  orange-jerseyed 
machine  worked  as  it  had  never  worked  before.  State  was 
powerful.  Michalske  played  a  terrific  game.  But  Bezdek's 
Lions  were  again  held.  The  ball  was  often  near  the  Syra- 
cuse goal  line,  but  the  Bach  line  held.  Finally,  after  Foley 
and  Carr  had  worked  to  get  the  ball  into  Blue  and  White 
territory,  the  pigskin  came  to  Ray  Barbuti  on  a  forward 
pass  and  the  broad-shouldered  sophomore  went  over.  Hap- 
piness reigned  on  the  Hill;  7  to  0. 

Thus  far  it  had  been  a  scoreless  record  for  the  opponents 
of  the  Syracuse  machine.  November  7  brought  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan, a  much-heralded  unit  from  the  Buckeye  State.  Orange  football  men  agree  that 
Ohio  Wesleyan  was  the  toughest  team  faced  by  the  Reynolds  forces  during  the  1925 
season.  Many,  many  times  the  Hillmen  were  in  trouble.  It  was  an  afternoon  of 
worry  for  the  Orange.  Eddie  Blickle,  a  great  lumbering  football  man  much  advertised 
in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  country,  fulfilled  every  promise.  Gotch  Carr's  noble  toe  lifted 
the  oval  over  the  crossbar  and  the  score  stood  3  to  0  for  Captain  Foley's  eleven. 
Syracuse  would  have  been  happy  to  let  it  go  at  that,  but  it  was  not  to  be  so.  Mr. 
Blickle  was  intent,  and  soon  he, 
too,  had  broken  the  Orange 
records  and  tied  the  game  with 
a  similar  well-placed  field  goal. 
It  was  hard  for  the  Orange,  and 
there  was  gloom  in  Syracuse; 
3  to  3.

It  seemed  that  the  season  had  died 
and  that  all  interest  in  football  had  gone. 

Five  days  later  the  Reynolds-coached  machine,  backed  by 
a  thousand  Syracusans,  was  in  New  York.  Football-crazy 
Gotham  Hocked  to  the  Polo  Grounds  to  see  the  annual 
Columbia  festival.  All  the  dope  favored  Coach  Charles 
Crowley's  metropolitans.  There  was  little  hope  of  a  lucra- 
tive Thanksgiving  for  Syracuse.  And  so  it  seemed,  too, 
when  the  game  started  and  Columbia  scored  a  field  goal 
after  a  few  moments  of  play.  New  York's  idols  roared 
their  cheers  for  the  Blue  and  White.  Then  Syracuse 
started.  James  Edward  Foley,  the  hard-hitting,  fast-shift- 
ing youth  who  nominally  led  Syracuse's  football  destinies  in 
1925,  came  to  life,  and  that  life  was  electric.  Columbia 
was  no  longer  in  it.  The  New  York  stands  were  silent. 
Svracusans  grew  hoarse  as  Gotch  Carr  and  Ray  Barbuti 
scored  touchdowns.  Carr's  toe  worked  again.  It  was  a 
day  of  days.  The  Orange  did  not  miss  a  trick.  At  one 
time  the  allowance  of  a  safety  dis- 
played a  keen  sense  of  football 
propriety.

And  so  it  ended,  brilliantly,  perfectly.  The  Orange  team, 
revivified,  had  redeemed  itself.  Colgate  was  forgotten,  a 
thing  of  the  past.     Syracuse  was  happy. 

Ahead  looms  1926,  teeming  with  possibilities.  Foley,  Rugg, 
Biggs,  Van  Lengen,  Heck,  Hansen,  and  Mendell  have  gone. 
But  a  splendid  squad  is  left.  There  are  some  promising 
freshmen,  outstanding  of  whom  is  Jonah  Goldman,  who 
already  gives  evidence  of  being  an  ail-American  certainty. 
Reynolds  has  another  season  ;  indications  point  to  his  making 
good.  If  he  succeeds,  he  and  Syracuse  can  look  back  with 
gratitude  and   thanksgiving  to  the  season  of    1925.

A    WEEK  before  school  opened,  Coach  Thomas  F.  Keane  had  his  hill  and  dale  can- 
didates working  out  to  get  in  condition  for  an  early  schedule.     There  were  several 
gaping  holes  in  the  lineup  resulting  from  graduation.

By 
persistent  patience  and  a  complete  understanding  of  his  men  not  equalled  by  any  other 
coach,  Tom  Keane  developed  his  ei^ht  indixulual  runners  into  a  team  that  was  soon 
pulling  together  and  giving  its  best.

Preliminary  training  passed  all  too  quickly,  for 
Orange  was  to  meet  Pittsburg,  intercollegiate  cham- 
pions for  1924,  on  October  10.  This  started  the  season 
off  with  a  bang.  The  team  had  no  easy  practice  meets 
in  which  to  find  out  how  they  acted  under  the  strain 
of  competition.  Syracuse  won  the  meet  with  a  score  of 
19  to  40  after  battling  Pitt  for  six  miles  through 
several  inches  of  snow.  Loucks  broke  the  tape,  fol- 
lowed closely  by  John  Bell,  Pete  Proudlock,  and  the 
rest  of  his  team-mates. 

Two  weeks  later,  the  Orangemen  invaded  the  Nit- 
tan}'  mountains  to  settle  any  dispute  of  supremacy  of 
Perm  Staters.  Syracuse  won  by  the  narrow  margin  of 
27-28.     Proudlock  finished  first  for  Syracuse. 

The  next  week  rolled  by  too  quickly.  Syracuse  was 
again  to  invade  foreign  territory,  this  time  Columbia. 
The  team  was  short  of  practice  due  to  the  tough  trip  to  Penn  State,  but  they  left 
Syracuse  with  their  hopes  high,  and  full  determination  to  conquer  Columbia.  They 
did — Loucks  and  Bell  ran  a  dead  heat  for  first  place,  followed  closely  by  a  Columbian 
but  the  next  five  men  to  finish  wore  orange  jerseys,  giving  us  a  decisive  victory  of 
18-45. 

Two  weeks  later,  Colgate  here  proved  too  easy  a  victim.     The  team  finished  hand 
in  hand  with  not  a  Colgate  runner  in  sight. 

One  obstacle  remained   ahead   of   the  Orange — The   Intercollegiates  at  Van   Cort- 
landt  Park,  New  York  City,  November  23,  where  the  best  runners  in  the  East  would 
compete  with  Keane's  team.     As  the  date  approached  Tom  was  more  and  more  careful 
of  his  men,  watching  their  colds,  their  food,  clothing,  everything  to 
keep  his  team  in  shape  and  all  were  in  the  pink  as  the  day  of  all 
days  arrived.     Twenty  colleges  toed  the  mark;  the  gun  barked  and 
they  were  off.      Syracuse  men  with  set  faces  and  clinched  hands 
fought  and  won.     Clint  Loucks  pounded  on  the  heels  of  Tibbitts 
to  the  finish  and  gave  an  exhibition  of  Syracuse  fighting  spirit  to 
the  end.      He   finished   second,   Bell   7th,    Rupert   8th,    Proudlock 
12th,  and  Gottlieb  18th,  giving  Syracuse  a  low  score  of  47,  with 
Pitt  next  with  87.

Sundahl  '29,  was  elected  captain  of  the  team  at  the  close  of  the  season. 

The  season  marked  the  return  of  Leslie  A.  Bryan  to  his  Alma  Mater  as  Freshman 
Track  and  Cross-Country  Coach. 

It  is  expected  that  next  fall  will  see  a  complete  schedule  for  the  freshmen  harriers.

npHOMAS  F.  KEANE,  the  veteran  mentor  of  track  and  field  sports  on  the  Hill, 
-^  after  a  summer  spent  in  Europe  as  a  coach  of  the  American  Olympic  Team, 
directed  his  efforts  toward  the  construction  of  a  track  team  which  would  he  a  pride  to 
Syracuse.  Our  "Chet"  Bowman,  who  also  attended  the  1924  Olympics,  representing 
the  United  States  in  the  dashes,  was  captain  of  the  Orange  team,  which  was  managed 
by  Arthur  Ridgley. 

The  Syracuse  tracksters  opened  their  campaign  with  a  bang  at  the  Alilrose  games 
in  New  York  the  latter  part  of  January.  Here  the  one  mile  relay  team  snatched  the 
honors  from  Colgate,  while  the  two  mile  quaitet  sent  Columbia  down  to  defeat. 
And  Mauri,  a  little  frosh,  took  second  place  in  the  half  mile  invitation  run. 

Traveling  to  Boston  the  next  week,  the  two  mile  relay  team  again  showed  its 
superiority  by  defeating  Dartmouth  in  a  race  which  was  not  even  exciting.  Mauri  won 
the  thousand  meter  handicap  and  Titus  placed  fourth  in  a  two  mile  special. 

At  the  Indoor  Intercollegiates  a  month  later,  Bowman,  who  was  slated  for  a  win 
slipped  on  the  start  and,  though  charging  gallantly,  did  not  make  up  the  lost  distance 
The  mile  relay  finished  fifth  among  a  list  of  fast  entries. 

The  next  week  Colgate  came  to  Archbold  Gym  and  gave  the  Hill  aggregation  a 
little  workout,  the  final  score  being  73-16.  Syracuse  took  every  first  place  and  most 
of  the  seconds.  A  twelve  hundred  yard  relay  race  was  won  by  Orr,  Sokolski,  Josephs 
and  Cook  in  the  record  time  of  2:16. 
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By  the  first  of  April  the  snow  and  ice  had  melted  suf- 
ficiently so  that  the  crunch  of  spikes  on  cinders  could  be 
heard  any  afternoon  in  the  stadium.  After  a  week  of 
outdoor  work,  the  Bowman  led  aggregation  set  out  for 
the  "sunny  south."  At  Baltimore,  on  April  11th,  Johns 
Hopkins  was  taken  into  camp  to  the  tune  of  86-36. 
Bowman  stepped  off  the  hundred  in  ten  flat;  Proudlock 
established  a  new  track  record  of  50--5  seconds  for  the 
quarter,  while  nine  other  firsts  went  to  the  Orange 
against  three  for  the  medics. 

Following  a  week  of  intensive  training  on  Homewood 
Field,  the  Orange  speedsters  trollied  to  Annapolis,  where 
they  took  the  measure  of  the  "future  admirals"  in  a  meet 
which  was  more  bitterly  fought  than  the  score  (75-60) 
would  tend  to  indicate.

Because  of  the  inclement  weather  encountered  on  the 
return  to  Syracuse,  the  track  men  were  unable  to  get  in 
shape  for  the  Penn  Relays,  held  a  week  later.     Therefore 

the  quarter,  half,  and  four  mile  relay  teams  entered  in  this  meet  did  no  spectacular 

work. 

The  2nd  of  May  on  a  typically  cold,  wet  and  murky  day,  the  Penn  State  aggregation 
met  the  Orange  in  Archbold  Stadium.  After  see-sawing  back  and  forth,  winning  or 
losing  each  event  by  a  hair's  breadth,  the  Syracusans  finally  dropped  the  meet  in  the 
last  two  events,  the  final  score  being  62-73.  It  was  an  exciting  meet,  to  say  the  least, 
with  the  first  places  split  evenly  and  with  the  establishment  of  two  track  records. 

On  May  16th  the  Keane  coached  squad  journeyed  to  Hamilton,  where  Colgate  was 
thoroughly  squelched  for  the  second  time  that  season.  Syracuse  took  every  first  place 
in  the  track  events  and  won  by  the  good  score  of  79-47. 

The  finale  of  the  season  came  two  weeks  later  at  the  Inter- 
collegiates,  where  Syracuse  won  eleven  points.  Captain  Bowman 
again  proved  his  superiority  over  the  collegiate  sprinters  of  the 
country  in  his  last  appearance  in  an  Orange  jersey,  by  winning 
the  gold  medal  in  the  century  dash.  Loucks  captured  third  place 
in  the  two  mile  race  against  the  best  in  the  East,  while  Proudlock 
placed  fifth  among  a  fast  field  in  the  quarter. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  Biggs,  who  was  the  mainstay  of  the 
team  in  the  weight  events,  was  elected  captain  for  1^26,  while 
Johnson  was  made  manager.  Now,  as  we  go  to  press,  the  outlook 
is  bright  for  the  spring  of  '26.  The  one  and  two  mile  relay 
quartets  are  showing  up  well  and  another  successful  season  will, 
no  doubt,  hang  at  the  belt  of  our  track  coach,  "Tom"  Keane, 
and  be  entered  in  the  annals  of  Syracuse  University.

\X7HEN  Coach  Ten  Eyck  met  the  crew  aspirants  the  first  week  in  February,  the 
lack  of  candidates  for  the  two  Varsity  boats  was  most  noticeable.     Out  of  the 
forty  men  who  reported  for  Varsity  work,  only  fourteen  had  had  previous  experience  in 
a  race. 

The  freshman  turnout,  however,  was  heartening.  Numbering  around  seventy-five, 
it  included  several  husky  six-footers,  the  type  from  which  the  "Grand  Old  Man"  likes 
to  pick  his  upils. 

From  February  1  until  March  6  the  rowing  room  in  Archbold  Gymnasium  was  the 
scene  of  much  activity,  as  the  crewmen  were  put  through  their  indoor  drills.  The 
candidates  took  to  the  water  on  March  7. 

At  Long  Branch,  the  new  12  oar  barge  served  to  further  aid  the  frosh  in  getting  the 
feel  of  the  water  and  it  was  not  long  before  they  began  to  push  the  Varsity  boats. 

The  first  race  of  the  season  came  on  May  lb  when  our  Junior  Varsity  crew  met  and 
defeated  the  Jay-Vee  crews  of  Columbia,  and  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. Syracuse  led  the  entire  length  of  the  course  and  finished  six  lengths  in  the 
lead. 

The  next  event  on  the  ( )range  crew  calendar  was  a  Varsity  race  against  Harvard, 
and  against  the  Navy  at  Annapolis,  May  23.

Junior   Varsity   crew    of   Syracuse,    however,   was  successful    in    defeating   the    Navy's 
Junior  boat.     The  freshman  eight  was  beaten  by  the  Navy  Plebes  by  a  half  boat  length. 

From  Annapolis,  the  Freshman  and  Junior  Varsity  oarsmen  journeyed  to  Phila- 
delphia, where  the  American  Henlevs  were  held  on  May  30.  Here  both  of  our  boats 
swept  the  river  in  an  impressive  style  before  a  crowd  of  40,000  people. 

Returning  from  Philadelphia  the  men  began  their  grind  for  the  Intercollegiate 
Regatta  at  Poughkeepsie,  which  was  held  on  June  22.  At  this  race  the  following 
crews  were  present:  Navy,  Washington,  Wisconsin,  Pennsylvania,  Cornell,  Columbia, 
and  Syracuse.     About  75,000  people  were  spectators  at  this  event. 

In  the  Varsity  race  the  super-human  crews  of  the  Navy  and  Washington  took  the 
lead  at  the  start  and  fighting  it  out  between  themselves  increased  their  lead  to  over 
three  lengths  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  crews  at  the  finish  of  the  four  mile  grind.  The 
Navy  won  by  a  half  length  and  Syracuse 
two  boats  lengths  ahead  of  Columbia.

Our  hopes  for  having  an  unbeaten  Junior  Varsity 
were  destroyed  due  to  a  poor  lane  and  tidal  conditions. 
This  was  a  two  mile  race,  won  by  Washington.  The 
Syracuse  boat  was  fourth,  again  coming  in  ahead  of  the 
Columbians. 

The  Frosh  race  was  the  most  exciting  of  them  all. 
Syracuse  and  Pennsylvania  taking  the  lead  at  the  start. 
The  Syracuse  and  Penn  boats  exchanged  hist  and  second 
places  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  race.  At  the 
mile  and  three-quarters  mark,  the  Syracuse  boat  was  in 
the  lead  and  in  a  final  spurt  finished  with  a  three-quarter 
boat  length  lead.  The  Syracuse  Frosh  defeated  Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell.  Columbia  and  Wisconsin  crews  in  the 
order  named.

BASKETBALL 


P?  VERYONE  remembers  how  the  Orange  basketball  team  of  1924-25  won  fifteen 
of  its  seventeen  games,  and  how  the  Varsity  of  1925-26  picked  up  the  winning 
streak  of  three  games  at  the  end  of  last  season  and  added  fifteen  straight  victories.  This 
was  accomplished  at  the  expense  of  such  strong  opponents  as  Buffalo,  Army,  X.  \  .  L  ., 
Colgate,  Rochester,  Michigan,  and  three  Intercollegiate  League  members — Cornell, 
Princeton,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Exceptional  material  was  at  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and  this  Coach 
Lewis  P.  Andreas  molded  into  a  machine-like  basketball  team.  Hut  more  than 
machine-like  precision,  this  team  hail  a  fighting  heart — it  was  a  team  that  wouldn't  be 
beaten.  In  at  least  half  a  do/en  of  the  first  fifteen  games,  Syracuse  was  behind  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half.  In  the  Michigan  and  Army  games,  the  Orange  trailed  until  the 
last  few  minutes. 
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Four  players,  Varsity  and  first  string  substitutes,  were 
lost  to  the  squad  at  different  times  during  the  season, 
owing  to  scholarship  and  eligibility  rules,  but  the  team 
continued  its  winning  streak.  Vic  Hanson  and  Carr  as 
forwards ;  Eisemann  and  Richtmyer,  alternating  at  cen- 
ter ;  Lee  and  Rakov  as  guards,  made  up  the  combination 
for  the  first  part  of  the  season.  After  Carr  was  declared 
ineligible,  Richtmyer  went  to  the  forward  post. 

Vic  Hanson  has  scored  about  one-half  of  his  team's 
points  despite  double  and  triple  guarding  devised  by 
opposing  teams  to  stop  him.  He  is  easily  the  highest 
scorer  in  the  country.  The  team  itself,  in  its  first  fifteen 
games,  scored  500  points  against  its  opponents'  320 
points. 

The  New  York  Times  said:  "Hanson  has  played  against  many  of  the  finest  guards 
on  Eastern  basketball  teams  and  has  never  failed  to  score.  He  shoots  with  deadly 
accuracy  from  the  field  and  foul  line  and  is  a  constant  threat."  Against  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  Vic  scored  26  points  against  Penn's  25. 

But  five  games  remain  on  the  Syracuse  schedule,  and  indications  point  toward  a 
clean  slate  of  twenty  victories  for  the  season.  The  Orange  Varsity  of  this. season  will 
go  down  as  one  of  the  greatest  in  Syracuse  basketball  history.  The  season  will  end 
with  Colgate  as  the  opponent  on  March  13th  at  Syracuse.

\  T  the  opening  of  the  1925-26  basketball  season  the  Frosh  quintet  faced  a  heavy 
-*■*-  schedule  of  fifteen  games,  none  of  which  could  be  called  easy.  The  strong  team 
that  stepped  out  in  the  opening  game  and  handed  Oswego  Normal  a  drubbing  to  the 
tune  of  36  to  19  was  sadly  shattered  on  the  rocks  of  mid-year  ineligibility,  losing  four 
of  the  first  string  men.  Coach  McCarthy  faced  the  hard  problem  of  whipping  prac- 
tically a  whole  new  team  into  shape  to  make  the  trip  on  which  a  game  with  dishing 
and  two  with  the  strong  Dean  aggregation  were  to  be  played.  The  boys  played  hard, 
beating  Cushing,  and,  after  being  defeated  by  Dean  in  the  opener,  turned  about  the 
second  night  with  the  Old  Syracuse  fight  and  took  the  game  by  a  seven  point  margin. 
The  Frosh  have,  to  date,  engaged  in  ten  games  of  which  they  have  won  seven  and 
dropped  three.  They  have  totaled  277  points  to  their  opponents'  221,  which  gives 
them  a  lead  of  57  for  ten  games.  There  are  five  games  yet  to  be  played,  three  of  which 
will  be  at  home.

Lambert 
was  honored  with  the  captaincy  of  the  team  for  his  fine  work  on  the  diamond 
generally. 

Lew  Andreas,  present  Varsity  basketball  mentor,  coached  the  yearling  balltossers, 
and  it  was  largely  through  his  patient  efforts  with  the  team  that  its  splendid  record 
was  achieved.     It  was  Andreas'  first  year  as  coach  of  the  Freshman  baseball  team.

LACROSSE 


HP  HE   1925  season  opened  with  more  than   the  usual  problems  confronting  Coach 
L.  I).  Cox  and  his  assistants.     Many  important  positions  on  the  team  were  vacant, 
due  to  the  loss-'of  men  through  graduation,  and  in  several  cases  substitutes  developed 
for  these  vacancies  in  1924  did  not  return  to  college. 

The  squad  was  called  out  in  the  middle  of  February,  and  the  coaches  worked 
incessantly  to  find  men  to  fill  the  vacant  positions.  Not  in  several  years  has  Syracuse 
been  represented  in  lacrosse  by  a  team  containing  so  many  inexperienced  players. 

Manager  Kingsbury  had  arranged  a  splendid  schedule  of  fifteen  games,  including 
such  well  known  teams  as  Lehigh,  Harvard,  Army,  Yale,  Cornell,  Hobart.  and  many 
others.  The  season  opened  as  usual  with  the  famous  "Alumni"  game,  and  closed  in 
New  York  with  the  well  known  Crescent  Athletic  Club,  which  has  been  for  the  last 
twenty-five  years  the  ranking  amateur  lacrosse  team  of  America.  For  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  Syracuse  was  undefeated  in  tin's  game,  winning  by  a  single  point  in  a 
thrilling  overtime  contest,  in  what  has  become  the  lacrosse  classic  of  America. 
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Syracuse,  in  spite  of  a  green  team  and  a  slow  start  had 
a  most  successful  season,  meeting  with  but  a  single  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  the  Army,  one  of  the  strongest  teams  in 
the  country,  in  an  early  season  game.  It  was  the  first 
and  only  defeat  suffered  by  Syracuse  in  the  past  two 
years.  The  record  of  Syracuse  in  lacrosse  during  the 
past  four  seasons  has  never  been  approached  by  any  other 
lacrosse  organization  in  the  world.  During  the  seasons 
1922,  '23,  '24,  and  '25  Syracuse  has  played  a  total  of  61 
games,  losing  but  three,  being  undefeated  in  1922  and 
1924  and  losing  but  one  game  in  1925. 

By  defeating  Yale,  Harvard,  Cornell,  Penn  State,  and 
Hobart,  all  members  of  the  Northern  Intercollegiate 
League,  Syracuse  again  won  the  Northern  Champion- 
ship. 

Syracuse  retained  the  high  place  that  she  holds  in  lacrosse  circles  during  the  1925 
season  and  hopes  again  to  make  a  bid  for  honors  during  the  1926  season. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  coming  season  is  undoubtedly  the  visit  of  the  Oxofrd- 
Cambridge  team.  Their  first  visit  was  in  the  spring  of  1922.  Then,  in  1923  Syracuse 
returned  the  trip,  and  now  they  are  with  us  again.  We  welcome  the  Englishmen,  and 
hope  that  our  intercollegiate  relations  with  our  cousins  from  across  the  sea  develops 
into  an  everlasting  friendship.

I'OACHES  Laurence  Lee  and  William  Bertenshaw  sent  the  varsity  soccer  team  of 
^^  1925  through  a  fairly  successful  season,  a  mania  for  tie  games  being  the  outstand- 
ing feature  of  their  eight  game  schedule. 

The  Orange  hooters  registered  three  deadlocked  contests  before  they  won  their  first 
game  of  the  season.  The  Syracuse  City  soccer  outfit  was  played  to  a  scoreless  tie  at  the 
Old  Oval  in  the  opening  tilt  of  the  season.  The  regulars  met  the  Army  soccerites  at 
West  Point  and  held  the  soldiers  to  a  1-1  score  and  followed  with  a  2-2  game  with  the 
Cornell  team  at  Ithaca. 

The  Hamilton  College  kickers  fell  before  the  Orange  eleven  by  a  decisive  3-0  score  at 
the  Old  Oval,  the  first  victory  of  the  season.  The  regular  squad,  headed  by  Coach 
Bertenshaw,  left  for  New  York  City  on  October  28  for  a  game  with  the  New  York 
University  hooters  the  following  day.  The  New  Yorkers  handed  the  team  their  first 
set-back  of  the  season,  winning  1-0  after  a  closely-contested  game. 

Amherst  College  was  downed  by  a  2-0  score  at  Amherst,  Mass.  The  Syracusans 
came  back  to  the  Hill  in  time  to  put  up  a  hard  fight  before  the  championship  Penn  State 
soccer  team,  at  that  time  undefeated  for  the  past  seven  seasons.  The  Nittany  outfit 
scored  in  the  very  first  minute  of  play  and  held  their  advantage  for  the  remainder  of  the 
contest,  winning  1-0.  and  incidentally  handing  the  Orange  its  second  and  last  defeat  of 
the  season.  Another  tie  game  with  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  team,  1-1,  concluded  the 
1925  season  for  the  Hill  men.

k  I  "*  H E  1925-26  season  in  boxing  was  featured  by  the  accession  of  Roy  Simmons, 
-*-  former  all-around  University  star,  to  the  coaching  position  as  the  successor  to  Vic 
Kinne.  Since  its  official  recognition  in  1924,  boxing  has  come  to  the  fore  as  one  of  the 
leading  of  the  minor  sports  on  the  Hill,  its  popularity  having  been  greatly  increased 
during  the  past  season. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  dual  meets  arranged  by  Manager  Charles  Hopley,  Coach 
Simmons  conducted  a  Novice  Boxing  Tournament  for  University  students  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  novice  competition  was  greeted  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  and 
incidentally  provided  Simmons  with  promising  boxing  material  for  the  Varsity  and 
Freshman  teams. 

Dual  meet  opponents  for  the  season  included  such  teams  as  the  Army,  New  York 
University,  Perm  State,  and  Colgate.  The  Maroon  was  slated  for  a  home  and  home 
series.  With  only  Simmons,  Chaffee  and  Fivaz  lost  through  graduation  the  1926  out- 
look was  unusually  promising,  many  of  the  men  who  made  fine  showings  at  the  Inter- 
collegiates  the  previous  year  being  on  hand  to  shoulder  the  responsibilities  of  the  1926 
season.  Pete  Cordasco,  clever  135  pound  boxer,  who  was  one  of  the  outstanding  per- 
formers on  the  1925  team,  was  on  hand  to  captain  the  1926  outfit.

k  I  1  HE  Interfraternity  Conference,  in  its  initial  meeting  of  the  current  year,  was 
A  again  fortunate  in  having  Chancellor  Flint  present  to  meet  and  address  the  body. 
The  words  of  advice  and  suggestion  that  he  offered  to  the  attending  delegates  were 
closely  followed  and  appreciated  and  if  the  behavior  of  the  fraternities,  both  individu- 
ally and  as  a  group,  may  be  taken  as  a  criterion,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  Greek  letter 
men  and  organizations  on  the  Hill  are  always  ready  and  willing  to  hear  and  follow" 
constructive  criticism. 

This  year  the  Conference  strengthened  its  financial  position  considerably  by  the 
adoption  of  the  budget  system,  which  has  already  proven  itself  to  be  a  great  stride  for- 
ward in  the  management  of  the  organization. 

Discussions  as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  a  new  system  of  rushing  is  one  of  the 
major  problems  of  the  Conference  this  year.  Opinions  concerning  the  adoption  of  a 
new  system  or  else  a  revision  of  the  present  one  have  stimulated  a  great  deal  of  interest 
over  this  question  among  Hill  Greeks  and  any  action  that  may  be  taken  is  quite  sure 
to  represent  a  well  founded  opinion  in  fraternity  circles. 

A  scholarship  cup,  awarded  annually  by  the  Conference  to  the  fraternity  having  the 
highest  scholastic  rating,  serves  to  keep  high  the  standard  of  studies  among  the  different 
chapters  at  Syracuse.  A  study  of  comparative  figures  reveals  that  the  scholarship  of 
fraternity  men  is  well  above  that  of  neutrals  on  the  Hill. 

The  Interfraternity  Smoker,  an  annual  affair  sponsored  by  the  Interfraternity 
Conference,  and  an  event  eagerly  anticipated  by  all  Greek  letter  men  there,  is  considered 
one  of  the  best  mediums  for  promoting  friendship  and  good  will  among  the  various 
fraternitv  groups.  It  is  the  only  affair  of  the  year  that  assembles  all  the  fraternity  men 
at  one  time  in  a  spirit  of  good  fellowship,  and  as  such  its  significance  and  value  cannot 
be  estimated  too  highlv.

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Ty  OAR'S  HEAD  was  founded  twenty-two  years  ago  by  Professor  Frederick  D. 
**-^  Losey  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Public  Speech  and  Dramatic  Art.  "Julius 
Caesar"  was  produced  by  the  society  the  following  spring. 

Twenty-five  plays,  ranging  from  Shakespearian  dramas  to  modern  farces,  have  been 
given  in  the  twenty-two  years  and  the  society  has  grown  rapidly.  The  Boar's  Head 
play  has  become  one  of  the  events  of  the  modern  Senior  Week,  and  has  been  an 
established  tradition  for  more  than  ten  years. 

This  year  Boar's  Head  has  been  extending  its  scope  by  producing  one  act  plays  in 
addition  to  the  regular  Senior  Week  production.  The  group  of  one  act  plays,  given 
during  the  fall,  met  with  the  approval  of  the  student  body.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  society,  a  one  act  play  was  broadcast  and  met  with  such  approval  that  a 
second  play  was  sent  through  the  air  to  radio  fans.  A  second  group  of  short  plays  was 
put  on  in  March  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  Syracuse-in-China  Drive. 

Of  the  long  plays  produced  by  the  society,  "We  Are  Seven,"  "Secret  Service,"  "The 
Rivals,"  "Believe  Me  Xantippe,"  and  "Dulcy,"  last  year's  play,  were  considered  the 
best.  Four  of  the  productions  presented  under  the  society's  auspices  have  been  written 
by  Syracuse  University  graduates,  the  others  having  been  selected  from  Broadway 
successes  or  older  plays.  The  play  this  year  is  the  fifth  presented  which  has  been 
written  by  a  member  of  Boar's  Head.  The  play,  "Beastly  Beauty,"  by  Gertrude 
Smith  Buckland  of  the  class  of  1918,  won  the  $100  prize  offered  by  the  society  for  the 
best  original  play  to  be  tendered  to  its  play  committee.

T~^\  EBATING  activities  have  reached  a  higher 
plane  and  more  beneficial  aspect  through  the 
formation  and  support  of  the  Debate  Council,  a 
faculty  advisory  committee.  Under  Dr.  Mosher's 
direction,  the  Council  has  been  successful  in  estab- 
lishing the  Debate  Seminar  for  those  students  inter- 
ested in  debating. 

Because  of  its  heavier  schedule,  including  four- 
teen meets,  and  the  shortage  of  experienced  debaters, 
it  was  necessary  for  the  debate  management  to  train 
a  large  number  of  new  men.  To  Professors  Sher- 
man L.  Kennedy  and  Ralph  Himstead  is  due  the 
credit  for  this  training  that  developes  the  man, 
raises  the  ethics  of  debating  and  heightens  the 
popular  interest  in  debating  rather  than  a  training 
which  seeks  only  the  winning  decision  of  a  contest 

During  the  first  semester,  the  team  met  Middle- 
bury,  Vermont,  Columbia,  Buffalo,  Northeastern 
and  the  University  of  Boston.

The  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  World  Court  was  the 
question  debated  in  each  contest.  A  team  was  sent  East  to  meet  representatives  of 
Middlbury  College,  University  of  Vermont,  Boston  University  and  Northeastern 
University.  Of  the  four  contests  Syracuse  won  only  one,  but  in  each  of  the  others 
gave  their  opponents  plenty  of  stiff  opposition.

Several  teams  are  planning 
to  come  to  Syracuse,  including  McGill  and  Arizona.  A  team  will  probably  meet  St. 
Lawrence  University  and  another  New  York  University.  But  the  schedule  as  yet 
is  only  tentative.
